Tempo of Cancer Attack 
Spurs Crusade Support 


“Remarkable progress in cancer control in recent years has made 
more urgent the need to step up the attack on the disease that will 
strike some 40,000,000 Americans no’ jive if present rates continue.” 

The American Cancer Society made this statement in connection 
with its April educational and fund-raising Crusade, citing three 
reasons for pressing the attack on cancer with vastly increased mo- 


mentum. 

1. There is a feeling of urgency 
in the research community that is 
new and unique — a feeling that 
science is geared to move ahead 
as never before. 

2. The fact that at present an 
additional 75,000 lives could. be 
saved from cancer if available 
knowledge and techniques were 
applied by all. This would result 
in a substantial reduction of the 
260,000 who now die each year of 


cancer. 

8. In addition to the distressing 
personal and family aspects of 
cancer, the disease has become an 
increasing economic burden on the 
country. 

Costs $12 Billion 

The Society estimates that in 
1959 some 100,000 employed men 
and women will die of cancer. An 
estimated 175,000 new cases will 
occur in the labor force of the 
nation. Lost wages will amount to 
about $175,000,000. The total eco- 
nomic burden will be some $12 
billion in lost goods and services. 

But, the Society says, there is a 
set of encouraging facts to bal- 
ance against this heavy toll. 

As a result of progress in con- 
trol of cancer, there are some 
800,000 persons in the United 
States today who have been cured 
of cancer. The number of those 
saved is going up daily. 

Ten years ago only one out of 
four stricken with cancer was 
saved. Progress has resulted in 
saving one out of three today. But, 
sccording to the Society, it is now 
possible to save one out of two.

This would mean the saving of an 
additional 75,000 lives each year. 

Thus, the Society says, “it is 
urgent that it step up its educa- 
tional programs. People must un- 
derstand the need to go to a doc- 
tor for an annual health checkup 
to insure detection and treatment 
of cancer when it is early and 
most curable. Doctors must be 
kept abreast of the latest devel- 
opments in diagnosis and- treat- 
ment so that a person reporting 
for a checkup can be assured of 
maximum protection.” 

Another reason for urgency in 
the American Cancer Society's 
Crusade against cancer is the fact 
that half of those who develop 
the disease must die from it un- 
less science finds new cures, or a 
means of preventing cancer. 

Vast Research Attack 

Against this grim fact, how- 
ever, there is “hopeful expect- 
ancy,” according to the Society. 
“Cancer research is on the march, 
The world never before has seen 
so many brilliant minds employed 
on a single health problem. The 
Society’s research attack is being 
pressed with increased tempo by 
more than 1,000 scientists in re- 
search centers throughout the 
country. Every avenue to possible 
solution is being explored.” 

Considering all the facts, the 
Society says, “the time is ripe to 
step up the attack on cancer.” To 
do so, the Society urges all people 
to “guard your family—fight can- 
cer with a checkup and a check.”

But there is 
one controlling requirement, and 
this must not be overlooked. The 
system is based on solvent gov- 
ernment and sound money 
Then he pointed out that cur- 
rent federal spending and deficit 
have been exceeded only in the 


peak years of global war emer 
gency; that Federal debt set its 
all time record January 23 of this 


year, exceeding the World War IT 
peak by more than $6 billion 

One of the worst things about 
this extravagant Federal Govern 
ment spending, the Senator said 
“It is epidemic. It has spread to 
State and local governments. It 
has permeated our whole econ- 
omy. It has dangerously changed 
our attitudes—public and pri- 
vate.” 

"Tis a gloomy picture that Sena- 
tor Byrd paints, For many years 
he has been warning his fellow-
